STATE GOVERNMENT (UCA 36-12-13(2)(b))

Enactment of this bill could cost the Department of Administrative Services $1,000 one-time and $500
ongoing from the General Fund for setup and maintenance of a new fund. Presuming the Adjutant
General establishes the program as authorized in this bill, implementation may cost the Utah National
Guard $1.5 million from dedicated credits in FY 2015 and FY 2016 for personnel and current expenses.
The Utah National Guard could generate an equal amount in dedicated credits. Enactment may forgo
General Fund revenue of $11,500 per year and Restricted Funds revenue of $8,200 per year beginning
in FY 2015.
